NOW 
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NOW this eleventh verſe, with the former, is a Pro- 
lepſis, ora Pre-occnpation of- a ſecret Objection or Doubt, 
artfing from the tore-going Afertion. The Objection 
or Doubt is this: How can it be ſaid, There is no Con- 
demmation to them thai are, in Chrift Jeſus, ſince Death, 
which is the Fruit of Sin, yet ſeites the Godly as well as 
others? 

NOW this the Apoſtle makes Anſwer to in this, and 
the foregoing Verſe; both by way of Conceſſion, and by 
way of Correction. 


I. BY way of Conceſhon. The body is dead becauſe 
of ſin, © He doth not ſay only it is Mortal, and ſubjedt to 
Death z it ſhall and muſt die; but in the Preſent Tenſe, 
(C which carries great Emphaſis in it ) the Body is dead ;, 
and he Expreſſeth it thus tor Threc Reaſons. 


x. Becauſe of the Divine Determination, It js ap- 
pointed for all men once to die, Heb. 7. 29. And there- 
fore the Bodies of Pelievers are as Mortal, and as ſubject 
to Death. as other Mens. 


2. It is dead; becauſe Death is begun ; Mortality ſeiſes. 
upon-us betimes, by the many Infirmities that attack us ; 
how many Deaths do we die daily by Goxt, Stone, Col- 
licks, Aithma's, Catarrhs, Fevers, &c. before Death it (elf 
comes to relieve and releaſe us. 


' 3. Becauſe of the Ground whereupon tt proceeds, and 
that is Sin. The body is dead has of ſn. We do not 
die as the Beaſts die; Death is not a natural Accident, 
but a Puniſhment ; it is an effect of the Juſtice of God for 
Sin. By one man fin enter d into the world, and death by 
fin, Rom. 5. 12. 
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H. HE Anſwers by way of Correttion, oppoſing a 
double Comfort againſt this dying of the Body. The verſe 16. 
Spirit is Life, becanſe of Righteouſneſs. That is one Com- 
fort. 

BY the Spirit here we are to underſtand the Soul, yet 
not ſimply and abſolately conſidered, but as renewed by 
Grace. So it doth live for the preſent, and it (hall live for 
ever. 

AND mark the ground of the Benefit. Becauſe of 
Righteouſneſs. Becaule of Imputed Righteouſneſs,whic 
gives us right to this Life, or becauſe of Inherent Righ- 
teouſneſs, which is the beginning of this Life. 

A ND then the other Comfort is in the Text, and 
that is, If the Spirit of Him that raiſed np Jeſus front the 
dead dwell in you, He that raiſed np Christ Fs the dead, 
ſhall alſo quicken your mortal Bodies, by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. The Sum of all is this: 

I F you are Believers indeed, though your Bodies 
die, yet your Souls ſhall live, and that for ever; and 
your Bodies, though they die, yet they {ſhall not die 
out-right, they ſhall not finally periſh, for they ſhall be 
raifed again. 

SO that though Sin infers Death ; yet that Death is 
neither total, not final. 


1. NOT fofal, It is but an half Death, it feiſeth 
only upon the Fleſh. The Spirit is Life, becauſe of Righ- 
teonſneſs. | 


2. NOT final. Death is not ſuch a Night as hath 
no Morning. Itis for a limited time, and then the dead * 
ſhall return again. As the Life of Man is for an appointed 
time, {ſo is his Death too. As Life is a Leaſe, which when 
a Man hath lived out, then he dies. $0 Death is a Leaſe 
too, which when a Man hath died out, then he ſhall 


Live again. 
B'2 JOB 
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FOB calls it a Set Time, chap. 24.13. O that thow 
wouldſt hide me in the Grave : But how long would he 
be hid there? Not for ever; No, but for the ſet time , 
That thou wouldſt appoint me a Set Time, and remember 
»e ; andin v. 14. he calls it an appointed time, All the 
daynof my appointed time will ] wait till mychange comes. 
This Change 1s not meant here of a Change by Death 
(as many interpret it) but of a Change by Rig again, 


as appears by the Context. 'It js the great Change when 


we (hall all be changed (1 Cor. 15. 51.) when Chritt 


will change our vile Body, that it may be faſhioned like unto- 


his glorious Body. 

After this. Change we ſhall hear no more of Chang- 
ing, for when this Mortal ſhall have put on Immortality, 
then Death ſhall be ſwallowed up in Vifory, 1 Cor.15.54. 

But how ſhall this Change be brought about > That is 
Anſwered in the Words of the Text, 


If the Spirit of him that Raiſed iup Jeſus from the dead, 
dwell in you, he that raiſed up Chriſt from the dead, 
ſhall alſo quicken your mortal bodies, by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. 


In which Words you have Two General Parts. 
T. A happy Reſurredtion Promiſed, He that raiſed up 
Chriſt front the dead, ſhall quicken your mortal bodies. 
IT. The Condition npon which the Promiſe is made, 
If the Spirit of him that raiſed up Jeſus from the dead 
elxell in you. 


In the Reſurrection promiſed; you have Two Things.

1. That the Spirit of God Dwells in the Children of God.. 
This is plain in the Scripture, 1 Cor. 3. 16. Know you not 
that ye are the Temple of God, and that the Spirit of God: 
dwelleth in you. 2 Tim. 1. 14. That Good Thing which 
was committed to thee, keep by the Holy Ghoſt which dwells 
in us. John 14. 17. The Spirit of Iruth, — He Dwel- 
leth with you, and ſhall be in you. So in the Verſe but one 
before the Text, If ſo be the Spirit of Ged. dwell in you, 
there is no Truth more plainly atteſted in Scripture than 
the Indwelling of the Spirit in Believers. And there are 
Three Things implyed in the Expreſſion, Preſence, Pow- 
er, and Continuance : He js i» them, He Ryles in them, 
and He Remains and Abides in them. _. 

r. It implics a Preſence. There ts a Special Preſence 
of the Spirit in every Believer. All Men have a ſhare in 


His Gereral and Eſſential Preſence ; Whither ſhall I go from 2a. 11g, 


thy Spirit £ Qr, IV hither ſhall. flee from thy Preſence £ But 7» 
there is a Special Preſerce made up of Grace and Favonr, 
which none ſhare in but Believers, for it is derived to 


them from Chriſt as, Head of the Rody.. 
2, It 
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+. 4, It implies Power and Activity. Where the Spirit is, 
ht He Teaches us the Way of 
-PWty,He quickens and ſtirs us up to the Doing of it, He 
mortifies Sin in us, helps us againſt Temptations, makes 
the Means of Grace Effectual, Works all our Works in ws, 
and for us. 


3. THIS dwelling of the Spirit in us implies Abi- 
ding and Continuance. He is not in them as an Inmate, 
but as an Inhabitant. Not as one that turns aſide to tarry 
for a Night, bnt as one that takes up his conſtant Reſt. 
He dwelleth with you, and ſhall be in you, John 14. 17. --- 
And wer;i6.He ſhall abide with you for ever.And there is a 
double ground for this. 


1. THE unchangeableneſs of his Nature ; where He 
takes up his Abode, it is for ever. This is my reſt for 
ever, here will I dwell, Pal. 132. 14- There is no ſhadow 
of Change in Him. He 7 yeſterday, and to day, and the

2. THE Infiniteneſs of his Power ; which is ſuch as 
that none ate able to diſpoſſeſs Him. He that can diſ- 
poſſeſs all, can be diſpofſefſed by none. He is ſtronger 
than the ſtrong Man, and thetefore caſts him out ; but 
there is none ſtronger than the Spirit of God, and there- 
fore where He once takes up: his Abode, He will never 
with-draw more. 


BS. BUT how 1s the Spirit ſaid to dwell in us? that 
muſt be a little TInquired into, becaule it is Twice men- 
If the Spirit of Him that raiſed up 
Teſws from the dead dwell in you, ---- He ſhall quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that dwells in you. 


A. 1. THE Spirit of the Lord dwells in Behevers, 
Not 
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not only by his Gifts and Graces, but He dwells in them 
by his Perſon, He is really in them, and nnired to them. 
1 know it is diſputed by many, whether the Spirit dwells 
Perſonally in Believers, or whether He dwells in them 
only by his Gitts and Graces. But to me it {eems plain ; 
for the Indwelling of the Spirit is one of the greateſt Pro- 
miſes of the Covenant of Grace. Ezek. 36. 27. [ will put 
my Spirit within you, and canſe you to walk in my Statutes. 


NOW whatis that which is called »»y Spirit ? it can't 
be the work of Grace, for that is promiſed in the former 
Verſe, under the Terms of a new Heart, and a new Spirit. 
A new heart will I give you, and a new ſpirit will [ put 
within you. And then it tollows, And I will put my ſpirit 
within you. The new ſpirit, that is the Work of Grace ; 
but this, -y ſpirit, that is the Spirit of Grace that eftects 
the Work. 


2. T HE Spirit of God dwells in Behevers, conſider- 
ed in a large and general Senſe, z. e. with reſpect to their 
whole Perſons. For as the whole Man 1s the Subject of 
SanCtifying Grace, ( 1 Theff. 5. 23.) ſo the whole Man is 
the Habitation of the Spirit of God. 


3- THE Spirit of God may be ſaid to dwell in Be- 
tievers in a more reſtrained Senle, with reſpect to the Soul, 
which is the chief Subject of Grace. 

BU T the dwelling of the Spirit here in the Text, re- 
fers to the Bodies of Beljevers, diſtin from the Soul ; 
that is, to their Bodies, not whileſt living and united to 
the Soul, but to their Bodies whileſt dead, and having 
their Souls ſeparated from them. He that raiſed” up Chriſt 

from the dead, ſhall quicken your dead bodies, by his ſpirit 
which dwells in you ; that is, that dwells .in you when 
dead, 
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$'O that the Words hold out to us this Truth, That the 
Bodies of the Saints are the dwelling place of the Holy 
Ghoſt, even while they are dead and lying in the Grave. 
And it muſt neceſſarily be ſo. 


FOR r. If it were not (o, then the Relation of God 
to his People would be either Empty or Changeable, but 
it 15 neither. It is not an empty Relation ; no, God fills 
up every Relation as becomes a God. 

NOR is it achangeable Relation, Death it (elf hath 
no Power to break it. Therefore it 15 ſaid, when we die 
we are the Lord's: 3. e. that part of us that dies is his 
Portion and Right, as well as that which lives; the dead 

Body as well as the living Soul. 

2, If it were not {o, then our Relation to the Holy 
Ghoſt as his Femples would ceaſe. , For the Scripture 
calls our Bodies, the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, x Cor. 
6. 19. Know ye not that your bodies are the temples of the 
Holy Ghoit? Now either this Relation mult ceaſe in the 
Grave; or if not, then theſe Temples muſt ſtand empty, 
and forſaken of the Spirit ; or elſe He muſt ſtill dwell in 
them, even in the Duſt. They are ſtill appropriated to 
the Spirit, and muſt be poſſeſſed by Him. 

3. The Proportion that is between the Perſonal Union 
and the Myſtical may make out this: For when the God- 
head of Chriſt was once United to the Man-hood Perſo- 
nally, they were never ſeparated again. When the Body 
of Chriſt was dead, and in the Grave, the Soul was ſepa- 
rated from it, but the Divine Nature was not. So when 
the Bodies of Believers are lying in the Grave, their Souls 
are ſeparated from them, but the Spirit of Chriſt is not : 
As it dwelt in them when they were living, ſo it main- 
tains its poſſeſiton and right when the Body lies rotting in 

' the duſt, | | 

4. If the Spirit of Chriſt be not in Union with the Fleſh 
of a Believer in the Grave, then Death is as really a Curſe 

to 
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to the Saint as to the Sinner ; and as Solomon ſays in ano- 


ther Senſe, (o it may be faid in this, As dies the wicked, xcaec. 2. 
ſo dies the righteous. The wicked dies accurſed, and fo 16: 


doth the righteous. For what is the Curſe of Death, but 
to be ſeparated from the Lord > And if there be no Uni- 
on between the Spirit of the Lord, and the dead Body of 
a Saint in the Duſt, then the Body is under a Curſe; and 
if (o, the Believer would be Blefſed and Curſed at the 
ſame time z the Soul would be bleſſed, being in Union 
to the Spirit in Heaven, and the Body ar the ſame time 
Curſed, being ſeparated from the Spirit in the” Grave. 
But how can this be, when the Scripture ſays exprelly, 
That the dead Saints are blefſed, Revel. 14. 13. Bleſs 
are the dead that die in the Lord? You'll fay, they are 
bleſſed, becauſe their Souls are gone to Heaven, and en- 
joy God, I, but that is not all, for then it would rather 
have been ſaid, Blefſed are the Souls of them that die in 
the Lord. But pray mind, it is that which dies that 
hath the Bleſling affixea to it. Bleſſed are the dead. Now 
the Soul is not dead, that lives; and who knows net, that 
the Soul thet lives in Heaven is bleſſed ? 

But the deſign of the Holy Ghoſt here is to Comfort 
Believers concerning their bodies when in the Duſt. 

Doth the Body die? why yet it partakes of a blefling 
in Death. Bleſſed are the dead. Nothing of a Saint dies 
but his Body, why then Bleſſed are the dead. 

And mark how his Right to the Blefling accrues, He 
dies in the Lord: 3. e. in Union to the Lord ; Death 
makes no ſeparation. And if ſo, then as what Union 
there was between the Spirit of Chriſt and the Soul of a 
Saint, remains ſtill ; ſo what Union there was between 
the Body of a Saint, and the Spirit of Chriſt, remains ſtill. 
He dies in the Lord. 

5. IT muſt beſoif we do but duly conſider the Sub- 
ject of SanCtification, and what is that > Not the Sol on- 
ly, but the whole Perſon, that = Body and Soul; it -is 


not. 
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not any one part only that is Stamped with the Image of 


God, but the Intire Nature of every Believing Perſon, the 
whole Soul, and the whole Body. For- Santification is a 
Repair of the Decay of the Upright State of our Creation. 
Now in the Firſt Creation, our whole Nature was ſtampt 
with God's Image, not only the Soul, but the Body too 
was Intereſted in the Image of God, by a Participation of 
Original Righteouſneſs. 

AND when Man Sinned, the Image of God, ſo far as 
it was our Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, was utterly Defaced 
and Loſt, it departed from our whole Nature Body and 
Soul ; and hence the whole Perſon 1s faid to be Polluted 
and Defiled by Sin, not only all the Powers of the Soul, 
but all the Members of the Body. (As you may (ce; 
Rom. 3.13, 14, 15. Roms. 6. 19.) | 

NOW this being the Caſe of all Men, therefore our 
Sandification (which 1s the Reparation-of God's Image ) 
muſt ReſpeCt the whole Man equally, and the Image of 
God muſt be ſtamped upon the Body, as well as the Soul ; 
and ſo it is wherever Saxd#ification 15 wrought. 

This is Evident from the Apoſtle's Prayer, 1 1heſ/al. 5. 
23. The God of Peace San#ifie you throughout, 3. e. in 
your whole Man, for {Oo he Explains it in the next 
words, in body and ſoul, and ſpirit. It is not a SaniFifi- 
cation throughout, if the Body be not made Holy as well 
as Soul and Spirit. 

NOW do but ſee how Chriſt Argues about his Lying 
in the Grave, from the Holineſs of his Body, P/al. 16. 9, 
10. My Fleſb ſball reſt in Hope, for thou wilt not leave my 


- Soul in Hell, (that. is, my Body in the Grave) or ſuffer 


thine Holy One to ſee Corruption. What is meant- here by 
thy Holy One # it is meant only of the Body of Chris, for 
his Soul was in Heaven, nor was that capable of ſeeing 

Corruption. 
NOW God would not Suffer the Dead Body of 
Griſt to ſee Corruption, and why ? Becauſe it was _ 
Y 
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nally and Perfe&ly Holy, never Tainted with the leaſt 
Sin, and therefore ſaw not the leaſt Corruption in the 
Grave, which elſe it would have done ; and which the 
Bodies of the Saints do, 

BUT that other Argument of Chriſt, is common to all 
Believers with him 5; My Fleſb hall Reſt in Hope, for thon 
wilt not leave my body in the Grave. And this Not leaving 
the Body in the Grave, ſpeaks Two Things. 

I. The Abiding Onion of the Eternal Spirit with the 
Body. 

i. THE Future ReſurreFion of the Body, by the Spi- 
rit, from the Grave, and why ? Becauſe the Body is God's 
Holy One. 

NOW I would Querie, Whether was the. Spirit of 
God ſeparated from the Dead Body of Chriſt, or no ? 
That his own Soul was ſeparated from his Body, that is 
certain, for that he recommends to his Father, Lake 23. 
46. Father into thy hands I commend my Spirit. There- 
fore it is evident his Soul was ſeparated from his Body ; 
but yet the Spirit of God was not, and the Reaſon was, 
becauſe in that Covenant that paſſed between the Father 
and the So, the Father engaged to take Care of him in 
Death, and to Raiſe him again to Life : And for this 
Cauſe, though his Soul was Separated, yet the Spirit of 
God was not, his Holy Body continued in Union to, and 
under the Special Care of the Spirit of God every moment 
it lay in the Grave, and in the Faith and Comfort of This 
Chriſt died ; ſo he tells you, Therefore wy heart is glad, 
my glory rejoyceth, my fleſh alſo ſhall reſt in hope. Now mark 
the Reaſons he gives, they are Two-fold. 

ONE is from His State in Death. 

THE other, is from his Certain Reſtauration to 
Life. 


I. FRO MHis State in Death, which is a State of U- - 


nion tothe Eternal Spirit, Thou wilt not leave my body, 


Liſheol, iz the Grave. It is not only meant of his Re- 2807 
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maining there ; but of his being teſt of the Spirit while 
he was there : Tho' my Body lye in the Grave, thou wilt not 
leave me when I am in that ſtate. 


Il. THE otherss-from his Certain Reſurre&ion- to 
Life, v.11. Thou wilt ſhew me the Path of Life. Herein 
he points to the Covenant between Father and Soz,where- 
in God promiſes that He ſhall prolong his Days. Now, 
therefore, ſays Chriſt in the higheſt Confidence and Afu- 
rance, Thou wilt not leave my Body in the Grave, There 
15 the Union aſſerted. Thor wilt ſhew me the Path of Life. 
There is the Reſurreftion ſecured. 

N OW then, I afſume the Querie again, Was the Spj- 
rit of God ſeparated from the Body of Chriſt when Dead 
in the Grave, or not ? If it be ſaid that it was, then it will 
undeniably follow, That there was a part of Chriſt's Sut- 
ferings that was not Meritorious, yea, the greateſt Part, 
for his Death was the Chief Part of his Suffterings, the 
Compleating Att; and there could be no Merit in Chriſt's 


Death, if his Body was not in Union to the Spirit of - 


God, for what ſhould give the Value and Virtue to his 
Death > That which gave Value and Virtue to his Death, was 
the Eternal Spirit. | 

AND it the Dead Body of Chriſt was in Union to 
the Spirit when in the Grave, then {o muſt the dead bo- 
dy of every Behever be alſo ; and that upon a Two-fold 
Account. 

T. Becaule every Believer is a Member of Chriſt, Body 
and Soul are in Memberſhip; and therefore, if the Spirit 
was in Union to Chriſt as Head, fo it muſt be to the 
Members alſo, for we-have the Spirit from Chriſt, it is in 
us. derivatively from him, as he is the Head of Influence 
to every Member. 

I know not how this can be anſwered, but by ſaying, 
either That the Dead Body of a Saint 15. not in Member- 
hip with. Chriſt ; or by ſaying, That though it. be in 


Mem-- 
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Memberſhip, yet- it 1s not in Union. to' the Spi- 
Tit, 

Now as to the Firſt, if the Dead Body of a Believer 
be not in Memberſhip with Chriſt, then the Death of every 
Believer Maims Chriſt's Myſtical Body 5 he ſuſtains 
a Loſs as well as we : And he hath faid, Nothing 
ſhall be Loſt. 

AND as tothe Second, it it be ſaid, The Body of a 
Saint may be in Memberſhip to Chriſ#,and yet not in Uni- 
on to the Spirit, that is Abſurd and Impoflible, for we 
are no longer Chriſt's, than as the Spirit of Chriſt Dwells 
in us. It 15 the Spirit that Unites Chriſt and the Saint to- 
gether, and he it 15 that maintains the Union, it holds no 
longer between Chriſt and the Believer than the Spirit. 
dwells in Him, If any have not the Spirit of Chriſt, he 
is none of his. 

Therefore, either the Spirit muſt maintain a Union to- 
the Dead Body of a Saint, orelſe it cannot be in Union 
to Chriſt, it is none of his, for it is deſtitute of the 


Spirit, 


2. The Believer 1s as really in Covenant with God as 
Chriſt was; his Soul, as really as the Soul of Chriſt ; 
and his Fleſh, as really as the Fleſh of Chriſt ; both are 
in Covenant ; and by this Covenant the Union between: 
the Spirit of God, & the Fleſh of Chriſt remained firm &. 
inviolable: and 1s there not the ſame reaſon why it ſhould 
remain ſo between the Spirit of God, and- the Fleſh of 
the Believer? The Spirit would not leave Chriſt when: 
in the Grave, no not for a Moment ; and will it leave 
the Believer when laid there? Where then is his Cove- 
nant Faithfulneſs, who hath ſaid, 1 will never; never, 
never leave thee,. nor never forſake thee? The: Promiſe is 
Extenſive to eyery part, and every ſtate-of the Believer. 
Never here, never hereaſter, zever in life, never in death, . 
xever in thy. Soul, ever. in thy Duſt.. So that Death-: 
cant. 
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can't touch the Union that is between the Spirit and the 
Saint, neither as to Fle(h nor Soul. 

Indeed, when Death comes and pulls down this earth- 
ly Tabernacle, it forces the Soul out of Doors, and it 
quiis it. But doth it force out the Spirit of God too ? 
Is it ſtronger than He > The Scripture ſays, That Death 


Rom.-$. ſhall not be able to ſeparate us from the Love of God which js 


38, 39- 


in Chriſt. But if the indwelling of the Spirit be loſt 
while the Body lies in the Grave, then Death can ſeparate 
us from the Love of God in great part, that is, as to the 
Body, ſo long as it lies in the Grave. For the Love of 
God can no way be enjoyed but through Union to the 
Spirit z and this is the only thing wherein the dead Body 
of a Believer can be any way capable of receiving Love 
from God, the preſerving it in the Union of the Spirit to 
a glorious Reſurrection State. 

Moſt evident therefore to me it 1s, that the Union be- 
tween the Spirit of Chriſt and a Saint, cannot be broken 
in any part of it, neither as to Soul nor Body, no not by 
dying ; for if the Spirit of God ſhould be ſeparated from 
the Body in Death, what a dreadful thing would Death 
be to a Believer? As to his Fleſh it would be no better 
than a falling from Grace, and what a ſad Contradittion 
would that be, that the Soul in death ſhould be receiv'd 
to Glory, and the Body in the mean time fall from Grace, 
and this by an-Act of God, for Death is God's Act? While 
the Believer lives, the Spirit of God dwells in Soul and 
Body both ; now if at Death he utterly ſeparates from 
the Body, then it is fallen from Grace, and that by God's 
A&-only. What a ſad Conſequence is this? 

I ſay therefore, that the Union between the Spirit of 
Chriſt-and the Body of a Saint, is never broken ; no, not 
in Death : For why more in Death than in Sleep > "The 
Spirit of God dwells in the Body of a Believer when it 
ſkeps, and yet then it is ancapable of any At of Com- 


munion with Him, uncapable of Service and Obedience, 


What- 
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Whatever the Soul in that cafe may do, yet the Senfes are 
locked up, and the Body, as to any Duty, 1s but as a 
dead thing. And yet the Body is the Temple of the Ho- 
ty Ghoſt when it is aſleep, as really as when awake ; -and 
fo it is when dead as well as when living. And it muſt 
be ſo, if you conſider but the” nature of the Union that is 
between the Spirit of God and the Believer in thoſe two 

Effential Properties of it, vis. total and indifſoluble. | 

x. It is total, and of the whole Perſon; the Covenant 
1s made with the whole Perſon, and ſo is the Union that 
comes by it, with Body and Sonl. God owns the Body 
as really as the Soul; He loves the Body as really as the-- 
Soul ; He Sanctifies the Body as really as the Soul ; He Re- 
deems the Body, and will glorifre the Body, as really as 
the Soul ; for the Union is a total Union. 

2. It is indiſſoluble, and can no way be broken off; as + 
. it takes in Body and Soul both to make it zotal; ſo it 
takes them in for ever to make it indiſ/oluble. The Body 
is for ever in Union to the Spirit, as well as the Soul,and 
as really in the Grave, as in Grace or Glory. I pray what 
elſe is the meaning of Sleeping in Jeſus, 1 Theſe 4. 14. 
Them that ſleep in Jeſus will God bring with him. Why are 
the dead Bodies of Believers called the dead in Chriſt 2 
ver. 16. The dead in Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt. The Body, tho' 
dead, yet-it-18- ſaid to be ſtill in Chriſt, becauſe of the 
indwelling of the Spirit in it. 

AND {o much for the firſt thing, That the Spirit of 
God dwells in:Believers: And how He dwells inthem,not 
only in the Soul, bnt in; the body z and not only in Grace, 
but in the Grave... 


2. HE dwells in them as a Principle of Reſurrection : 
Power ; and this 1s one great end of the Union he main- 
tains with the Daſt of a Saint while in the Grave, that Hei- 
may raiſe it to Glory at laſt. 

For as. the Reſurreftion of every Believeris ſecured. by 

the 
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the Reſurre&tion of Chriſt, Becauſe I live, ye ſhall live al- 
ſo. $0 the Spiritual Union is tae great Foundation upon 
which it ſtands. It is one of the great Works of the Spi- 
rit.of God to Raiſe the Bodies of the Saints at laſt, and He 
hath given the higheſt Evidence of it in His Raiſing 
Chriſt, for this was His peculiar Work. 

THO' the Reſurrection of Chriſt is aſcribed to each 
Perſon in the Trinity. © To the Father, Gal. 1. 1, To the 
Son, John 2. 19,21. Yet the peculiar Efficiency in Rai- 
ſing Chriſt was from the Spirit. He was put to Death in 
the Fleſh, but Quickened by the Spirit, 1 Pet. 3. 18. De- 
clared to be the Son of God with Power, according to the Spi- 
rit of Holineſs, by the ReſurreFion from the dead, Rom. 1. 
4. And this is the ſenſe of that in 1 Tie. 3. 16. Fuſtified 
in the Spirit. How was He Juſtified in the Spirit > Why 
the Spirit by —_ Him from the Dead, did therein de- 
Clare him acquitted from all the Guilt he was charged with, 
and all the Reproaches he underwent. 

NOW as Chriſk aroſe, ſo doth every Believer riſe by 
the ſame power, and that 1s, the Power of the Spirit of 
God, ſo the Apoſtle tells you, 2 Cor. 4. 14. He which 
raiſed up the Lord Jeſus, ſhall raiſe us up alſo by Jeſus. He 
dwells as a Principle of Reſurrection Power in every Be- 
kever, and holds a Union with the Fleſh for that very 
Purpoſe, that while it is 1n the Grave He may preſerve it, 
and at laſt raiſe it again. 

NOW pray mind the Text again : If the Spirit #4 
Him that raiſed up Jeſus from the Dead, dwell in you ; He 
that raiſed np Chriſt from the Dead, ſhall alſo quicken your 
Mortal Bodies by His Spirit that dwells in you. 

The Dead Body of a Saint is deſigned. for quickening, 
3.e. for a Reſurrection to Life. And that isnotall, but it 
is to be conformed t> thelikencfs of Chriſts Reſurre&ion 
in its quickening ; This the. Prophet intimates, Ja. 26. 
19. Thy Dead Men ſhall Live : Together with my Dead 


| Body ſhall they Ariſe, So. we Read: it, but the Hebrew 
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is, Nebelathi jehiemun, cadaver meum reſurgent. Thy dead 
Men ſhall live : They ſhall ariſe my dead Body. The Natural 
body of a Believer belongs to the Myſtical Body of Chriſt ; 
.and ſhall ariſe as a part of his Body ; and therefore ſhall 
ariſe as his Natural Body did. Hows that 2 By the Spi- 
rit dwelling in him. | 

A ND the Spirit is ſaid, in the Text, to dwell in the 
Dead Body of a Leliever for that purpoſe : He ſhall quic- 
hen your Mortal Bodies by His Spirit that dwells in you, 
Yourggargent reads it, Becauſe of His Spirit that dwells in 
you. that makes the Thing more plain, viz. That 
the Great Reaſon why the Spirit dwells in the dead bodies 
of Believers, is to be a Relurreftion Principle in them, 
to raiſe them again to Life. This the words ſpeak out 
plainly, He hl quicken you becauſe of His Spirit that 
dwells in you. 

S O that a Reſurreftion to Glory is made plainly de- 
pendant upon the indwelling of the Spirit in {ach Bodies 
as ſhall be ſo Raiſed ; I don't ſpeak of a Reſurreftion ab- 
ſolutely and ſimply, but of a Gloriows ReſurreFion. For 
though the Reſurre&ion of the Body, conſidered in the 
thing it ſelf, be a buſineſs Abſolute and Determined,yet the 
ReſurreFion to Glory (which is the thing intended) is 
Conditional, and not vouchſated to any; but upon an an- 
tecedent Work of Grace wrought in their hearts, where- 
by they have the Spirit of the Lord dwelling in their per- 
ſons ; and hereby he becomes a ReſurreFion-Principle in 
the Duſt of a Saint, to quicken his Dead Body to a Glori- 
ous Life. 

Therefore 'yon have a double dwelling of the Spirit 
mentioned in the Text, If the Spirit dwell i» you, he ſhall 
quicken your Mortal Bodies by his Spirit that. dwells in 
yon. There isa Dwelling in you to ſanctifie the Perſon of the 
Believer,& then a dwelling in you to raiſe the dead body of the 
Believer. So that the Senle of the Text is this,” If the Spi- 
rit of God dwell in you now, to Santtifie your Perſons 
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here, the' ſame*Spirit ſhall dwell in. your Bodies in. 
the Grave, to Raiſe them to Glory hereafter. 


AND fo come to the Application.of this Truth. 

IS it fo, that the Bodies of all the Saints ſhall at the 
Laſt Day be Quickened and Raiſed again -by the Spirit. of 
God which dwells in them ? 


THEN the Firſt USE that I would make of it, 
ſhall be for Caution, and that is, That you world takg heed 
of lighting this Truth, or any other 1ruth of the (oſpel, be- 
cauſe it way ſeem New or Strange. 1his was the Spirit of 
the Learned Men of Athens, when Paul Prearhed up *Feſws 
and the ReſaurreFion : What New Doctrine is this ? ſay 
they, for thou bringeſt certain ſtrange things to our Ears, 
ACtS' 17. 19, 20. 

Many are very apt to {light Things, though of the 
Greateſt Weight, becauſe they do not underſtand them, 
the Line of their Reaſon is too (ſhort to Fathom them. 
| Do you think. to Ketch the Sea into your Nut-ſhell > 
| Or to take a full Proſpect of the Myſteries of God by the 
| Dim-light of Pur-blind Reaſon > Alas! it can never be, 

for the: are Things, the evidence whereof hes in Reve- 
ttion, and therefore. we ought to believe them becauſe 
God ſays them ; and to take comfort in the Fruth of them, 
tho we are not able to ſee the reaſon of them. 


| As we ſhould not undervalue any Truth, becauſe it is 
| common 3 fo we ought not to diſown any Truth becauſe 
| it is to us new; but if the Scripture doth confirm it, it is 
| bur Duty to believe it. This is a Truth of great Concern ; 
| ſo great, that the not believing of it takes arvay all the 
comfort of the Grave. For what difference is there be- 

tween the Death of a Saint and a Sinner? The one hath 

no more Priviledge in the Grave than the other z but only 
 nthis, © Solomon lays, The righteous hath hope in his death. 
Pro.14-22 This is a hope that ſprings from Chriſt's hope, for iy had 
ope 
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hope in his Death, »y fleſh ſhall-reft in hape ®, ſhall dwell 
confidently, #. e. confident of its Union, confident of -its 


Reſurrection. This was the confident hope of Chriſt in pat. 16.9. 


his Death ; and from hence'it is -that-the righteouer bath hope 
in his Death :1t is the-ſame hope-Chriſt had. Now take 
away-this Truth,and what hope hath the Righteous in his 
Death then? He hath hope atter/Death ; but what -hope 
'hath he in Death 2 The Union of the Spirit with the Duſt 


of a Believer gives hope in Death. Tho 1 walk through the & 23. 4. 


Valley of the ſhadow of Death, T will fear no evil, for thou art 
with me. Who then would ſlight ſo uſeful, and ſo com- 
Fortable a Truth-as this is, that doth ſo ſweeten Death, and 
make the Grave ſo eaſie ? | 

2. This Truth ſhews- us the great difterence -between 
the Reſurrection of Man and Man, of Saint and Sinner: ; 
tho all ſball riſe, yet they ſhall not riſe alike. Someſhall 
have a better ReſurreFion than others ſhall ; -there is a Re- 
ſurrettion both of the Juſt and the Onjuſt;Ats 24.15. There 
15a Reſurreftion that ends in Miſery, and-a Reſurreftien 


that runs into Glory. Daniel calls the one an awaking toy, ., .. 


everlaſting life and the other, a waking- to ſhame and con- 


tempt. And Chriſt calls the one, the ReſurreFion of 
Life ; and the other;the Reſurretion of Damnation. There- Joh.5.29. 


fore there is a great difference between the ' one and the 
other: And it will-appear inf Four Things. 


I. THE Reſurrefion of the: Believer is Founded in 
the Covenant of Grace ;- And what is the-Tenourof that 
Covenant? It is, That God will be our God: for ever. 
Now this Covenant is not-made with: the[/Soul of a -Be- 
liever only, but with the Perſon, Soul and Body ; and 
therefore from this Covenant our Lord -proves-the-Reſur- 
re&tion- againſt thoſe Sadducees, Matth. 22. 32. T amthe 
God of Abraham, the God of "Iſaac, and the'God of Facob, 
\ God 3s not the God of the dead, but of the'living. \'The'Ar- 
gument, like a Two-edged Sword; -cats both ways, it 
proyes the Immortality-of the Soul, in: that-God: 1s ſaid 
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to be the God of the living: And it proves the Reſurre- 
ction of the Body, -in that God is ſaid to be the God of 
Abraham. And. therefore-not the God of his Soul on- 
ty, but of his Perſon, Soul and Body ; therefore whole 
Abraham mult live for ever, becauſe of the everlaſting Co- 
venant of God. He is thy God as much when thou art 
dead in the Grave, as when thou art aſkep in thy Bed, 
becauſe: of the Covenant which cannot be diffolved ; and 
if hedies in Covenant, he ſhall riſe in Covenant. 
NOW it is not thus with Unbelievers ; they ariſe 
£0. but not by virtue of any New Covenant Intereſt. 
'Fhey lived out of this Covenant while they lived, and 
died out of this Covenant when they died ; and they 
ſhall riſe out of this Covenant when they riſe again. And 
= i5a {ad difference z, as much as 1s between Heaven and 
ell, 
H. THE Body of the Saints riſe by Virtue of their 
Union: to Chriſt. ,.He is the Head, and they the Mem- 
bers, - This Oneneſs is the great Foundation upon which . 
the "Saints Reſurreftion' ſtands ;; if the Head be riſen, the 
Members cannot always lie rotting in the Grave. As 
the Effect is bound up in the Cauſe, fo is the Reſurrec- 
tion: of the Believer.in the Reſurrection of Chriſt. Be-

UT the Wicked: don't riſe by virtue of Union to 
Chriſt, and therefore the Life and Power of his Reſur- 
reftion doth not animate and quicken them.

.an Ear, nay, not a Grain ſhall be loſt. $o our Lord 
Chriſt teſtifies, This 3s the Fathers will which hath ſent 
me," that of all which he hath given me I ſhould loſe no- 


thing, but ſhould raiſe it up again at the laſt day. Belie- 19 6:39 


vers ariſe then as a part of that Harveſt of which Chriſt 
is 2a Fir(t-Fruits. But Sinners do not ariſe thus. Chriſt 
is no Firſt-Fruits to them. Tho the Fir(t-Fruifs bleſs 
the Corn, yet it don't bleſs the Tares, and Cockle, and 
Weeds that grow among the Corn. You know what 
their Sentence is, Matt. 13. 30. Gather together the Tares, 
and bind them in bundles to burn them. And this is a ſad 
Difference. 

IV. BELIEVERS ariſe by a Power within them ; 
the Wicked ariſe by a Power xpox them. The Spirit 
of Chriſt dwells in every Believer as a Principle of Re- 
ſurreftion Power, and by virtue of this Power they riſe 
again. But the Wicked riſe not by virtue of the Spirit 
of Chriſt in them, but by the Power. of Chriſt upon 
them, as he is the Lord of Death, and the Judge of the 
World. 

O! HOW great is the difference between the Re- 
ſurreftion of Saints and Sinners! Believers ſhall riſe 
perfect from all Sin. The Wicked ſhall riſe loaded with 
all their Sins and Luſts. Believers will riſe, - like Pha- 
raoh's Butler, to great Exaltation, and the Wicked, like 
the Baker, to be,Sentenced - to Execution, Belivers riſe 
to be gathered as Wheat into the Garner, the Wicked as 
Chaff for the unquenchable Fire. D 

3: Let us labour to make a due Improvement - of this 
Fruth; eſpecially in Four Things. | 

I. Admire the condeſcending Love. of the Spirit of 
God in this Work, for it is truly admirable. To take 


our Bodies for his Temple while they *are living ; to 
dwell 
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dwell in them, and that perſonally, this is great conde- 
#fcention : Burt that he ſhould own'them when dead, and 
continne'his Union-to our 'Fleſh, when our own Soul 
hath forſaken it, and abide with it4n [Duſt and Rotten- 
nefs. O, What amazing Love is this ! 

Don'tlet us flight this Trath therefore, but admire it. 
For it is the greateſt condeſcention of the Spirit that we 
read of in all the, Scriptures. O ! :How much doth it 
make for the Hononr and Dignity of Believers, that he 
whom the Heaven of Heavens cannot contain, ſhould 
vouchfafe to take up his Reſidence in our fleſh. Had it 
been in ourSouls only, that had been great condeſcention, 
bat not like this ; for the Soul 1s of a more excellent Na- 
ture than the Fleſh. But he dwells in our Fleſh, and'not 
only ſo long as we live, but inDeath too, .and'holds his 
Union with it through the whole courſe of the Grave, 
from the firſt Moment of *Difſolution, to .the bleſſed 
Day of our Reſurrettion. 'O what condeſcention is this ! 

IT. Improve this Truth by getting an Intereſt in Jeſus 
Chriſt. Here is a double Motive to mforce it, im this and 
the foregoing Truth. The Intereſt both of Sonl and Body 
15 concerned in it. Here 1s'a Motive from the Soul, it ſe- 
cures the life of that, tho the Body dies, v. 10. IF Chriſt be 
in gou,. the body dies, becauſe of ſin, but the Spirit lives be- 
cauſe of Righteonſneſs ; And then here is a/ Motive from 
the Body too, tho it dies, yetit dies in Union to the Spi- 
Tit, who will quicken it'agamn, He ſhall quicken your mortal 


bodles. by his Spirit that dwells in you. Therefore, Bleſſed 
-are the dead' that die in'the Lord. 


IT. Improve this 'Fruth-with refpectto the - Spirit -of 
God, (1.) By begging and praying for the Spirit todwell 
in you gow asa Principle of SanCtification, or elſe he will 


meverdwellin you as a Principle of the Reſurrection. If 


your Bodies be not his Femples (now ; -if he doth; not 
dwell in them, 'and purge them from-tithineſs, and pre- 
pare them for Glory here, he'll never raiſe them at the laſt 
day, and then better never iſe again. 
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- I tell you, meerly to Riſe from:the Dead'-is no Priviledpe, 
no, Judas, and Herod, and Pilate, ſhall riſe again, and Cain 
that flew his Brother 5 and ſo ſhalt Gardzer, and bloody 
Bonner, all the Wicked that dyed wn their Sins thall riſe again ; 


but alas! it will be a Dreadful Riling, Daniel ſays, ſoxre Dan. 12.2: 


ſhall riſe to ſhame and everlaſting Contewpt. And Chri(t ſpeaks 
of a RaſurreFion to Damnation. And were it not beiter that 
the body ſhould lye and Rot in the Duſt for eyer, them to 
riſe from the Grave to be thrown into. Hell, and made Fuel 
to feed the Fire that-never goes out ? yet this ſhall bethe lot 
of alt the Wicked ; they riſe by the Power of Chriſt, that 
they may be Damned by the Wrath of Chriſt. 

I ay therefore, to Riſe again may be no Priviledge, but a 
Judgment and a Curſe ; the anion lies-in Riſing again by 
the Spirits pawer quickening your dead bodies. This is a Pri- 
viledge indeed, for here begins the Glory and Salvation of 


your bodies, therefore it is called a ReſurreFion to Life Evcy- Dan-12; 


laſting, and hereby your Bleſſedneſs comes to be made perfect, 
for though your Souls are Glorified with God at Death, yet 
they are not compleat in Glory till the Reſurrection: 

I. CARRY your ſelves Worthily to the Spirit of God, 
for he dwells in you, he dwells in the ſoul, he dwells in the 
body, and he dwells in both for ever. Therefore carry it be- 
comingly to him. | 

1. BY following his Leadings, living and walking in the 
Spirit: If we believe in the Spirit Jet us walkin the Spirit. 

2. BY fetching our Comforts (rom the upper Springs, we 
are too ſenſual in our Reſpects and Aims z we conſult the ani- 
mal Life more than is meet, while we fetch our Refreſhment 
and Satisfattion from any of theſe Nether Springs.

3. IT isagreat Comfort againſt our own Diſſolution, the 
thing which Nature ſo much abhors 5 the Horrour of a 
Grave is very Afrighting and-Dreadful to many.
